2. Claims 1-43 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Regarding to the claimed invention, the prior art of record fails to show or render obvious 
of an apparatus and its corresponding method for receiving an input signal and outputting a 
recovered modulated signal, comprising: 

- A superhet receiver for receiving the input signal and for outputting an in-phase 
signal and one or more phase shift signals; 

- A plurality of monostables for receiving the in-phase signal and one or more phase 
shift signals; each monostable producing an output pulse; 

- A summing circuit coupled to each of the monostable output pulses for combining the 
monostable output pulsesn into a composite waveform and outputting the composite 
waveform; and 

- A filtering circuit for receiving the composite waveform, recovered a modulated 
signal and outputting the modulated signal.
